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Drunken rage 
on wheelchair- 

A former care worker has avoided jail 
for a callous attack on her wheelchair- 
bound ex-patient. 

Rebecca Michelle Schembri, 36, 
knocked the stroke victim out of her 
chair with a blow to the head during a 
drunken attack at her home. 

She verbally abused the 60-year-old, 
calling her a “cripple” who was 
faking her condition during the 
assault in Lincoln Road, Worcester 
Park. 

She had flipped into a rage during a 
casual visit to the woman’s home, 
where she had drunk vodka as her 
former patient watched TV. 

District Judge Robert Hunter de¬ 
scribed the attack - after which she 
also assaulted a police officer - on 
January 4 this year as “shocking”. 

The court heard how the incident 
had left the elderly victim “afraid of 
her own shadow”. 

Schembri, 36, who had previously 
cared for her victim while working for 
an unnamed care agency, admitted 
the attack when she appeared at 
Croydon Magistrates’ Court last 
month. On Thursday, May 3, she was 
handed a suspended 12-month prison 
sentence, and ordered to do 200 hours 
community service. 

She is no longer working as a carer. 

The court heard Schembri became 
increasingly drunk as she drank alco¬ 
hol as the pair watched TV. 

After a phone call from her hus¬ 
band, Schembri became angry 
and grabbed the elderly woman’s

stroke-affected arm and asked if it 
hurt, the court was told. 

Magistrates heard Mrs Challis 
offered to get Schembri a taxi home, 
but she refused, called her a “spastic” 
and a “cripple” before demanding: 
“Don’t hide in that wheelchair - fight 
you b****”. 

Schembri shouted, “Don’t think I 
don’t know you are putting this on,” 
before hitting the OAP around the 
head and knocking her from the 
wheelchair and on to the hall floor. 

Police arrested Schembri shortly af¬ 
terwards, when she kicked a police¬ 
man. She pleaded guilty to assault by 
beating and assault on an officer. 

District Judge Hunter listened to de¬ 
fence council Billie-Joe Jennings 
explain how jobless Schembri was 
“utterly ashamed” of what she had 
done and how she had not had a drink 
since the incident. 

The judge said it was a shocking 
series of events and ordered her 
to take an alcohol treatment pro¬ 
gramme for six months as well as pay¬ 
ing costs of £85, £300 compensation 
and made the subject of a restraining 
order. 

Judge Hunter said: “As her former 
carer you were someone she trusted, 
and she was entitled to do that. 

“You not only assaulted her physi¬ 
cally, but emotionally in a way that 
must have been very demeaning.”

'Make yourself heard 
before it is too late’ 


Consultants at Epsom Hospital 
and senior GPs have sent a 
strongly worded open letter to 
the area’s GP commissioning 
group (SDCCG) this week making 
clear their opposition to propos¬ 
als to downgrade their hospital. 

They have taken the extraordi¬ 
nary step because they said they 
wanted the public to be aware 
that the Better Service, Better 
Value (BSBV) process “is not sup¬ 
ported by the majority of local 
doctors”. 

They argue Epsom Hospital 
provides high quality services for 
residents and if BSBV proposals, 
unveiled last week, are 
approved it would lead to the “de¬ 
struction of the fully integrated 
acute and community services in 
paediatrics and obstetrics”. 

Services would be relocated to 
south west London hospitals, 
especially St George’s that is 
already struggling to cope with

its current workload. 

And they outline an alternative 
plan they have been working on 
that links the hospital to 
Surrey, not London, and that 
they describe as “a strong plan 
and one that will work well for 
our local residents”. 

This would involve the mod¬ 
ernisation of the accident and 
emergency department, fully 
intergrated children’s services, 
strong maternity cover, 24/7 
consultant cover for specialist 
services and moving gradually to 
a campus site. 

It ends with a direct appeal for 
readers. “Support us and make 
their opinion known before it is 
too late”.

£ 850 k review Options are made public 


Epsom taxpayers will pay up to 
£850,000 for the the review propos¬ 
ing to close the accident and emer¬ 
gency and maternity departments 
at their hospital it has emerged. 

Epsom’s GPs have to agree with 
others in south-west London how 
much they will contribute to con¬ 
tinue funding the BSBV review 
that plans to downgrade Epsom 
Hospital. 

The GPs, known as Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Groups (CCGs) have al¬ 
ready agreed £6m to pay for the 
review up until the end of a three- 
month consultation. 

A BSBV spokesman said all the 
CCGs had agreed BSBV was a “fun¬ 
damental priority” this year and 
had agreed an amount per head. 
The final amount will depend how 
much is given by NHS England. 


Health bosses have finally 
published their “preferred 
option” for the closure of A&E 
departments and maternity 
units at hospitals in south 
west London. 

The Better Services, Better 
Value Review (BSBV) an¬ 
nounced on Friday on its web¬ 
site it was recommending 
Epsom Hospital become a cen¬ 
tre for elective care while los¬ 
ing its A&E and maternity 
departments, and St Helier 
would become a “local hospi¬ 
tal” and also lose its A&E and 
maternity unit. 

BSBV’s second, but less 
preferred, recommendation is 
Epsom becoming the local hos¬ 
pital, with St Helier becoming 
the centre for elective care. 


Their third and least pre¬ 
ferred option is St Helier con¬ 
tinuing as an acute hospital, 
with Epsom becoming the 
centre for elective care and 
Croydon University Hospital 
becoming a local hospital. 

The detailed proposals have 
now been shared with the 
seven, GP-led, clinical com¬ 
missioning groups, who will 
decide whether to back them 
over the coming days. 

If any of them reject the plan 
the BSBV team will have to go 
back to the drawing board. 

Sutton’s GP group is due to 
decide today.

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Station keeps 
its crossing 

The pedestrian crossing outside 
Epsom station entrance is to stay, 

Surrey County Council (SCC) has 
confirmed. 

In February, SCC proposed 
removing the crossing outside 
the station entrance on Station 
Approach, in Epsom, and closing 
the gap in the central reserve - 
with the extra space planned to be 
used to create space for buses and 
taxis. 

A meeting of SCO’s Epsom and 
Ewell sub-committee last month 
decided the crossing will stay put, 
but its width will be reduced to 4m 
and a 27m long taxi rank will be 
created outside the entrance.

Man jailed for cruel 
attack

A “cruel and violent” man who as¬ 
saulted and neglected a four- 
month-old baby so badly that the 
child will never be able to live inde¬ 
pendently has been jailed for eight 
years. 

Darran Brown, 32, of Bridge 
Street, Leatherhead, was sen¬ 
tenced to prison last week at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court following a 
month-long trial that ended on 
April 8. 

He was found guilty of assault 
causing grievous bodily harm and 
neglect, for seriously assaulting 
and neglecting the baby boy at an 
address in Leatherhead in 2011. 

Hospital staff contacted the 
police with their concerns after 
the boy was admitted in a critical

condition on April 26 that year 
with serious head and facial in¬ 
juries. The injuries the boy suf¬ 
fered at Brown’s hands mean he 
will never lead an independent life 
according to experts. Brown was 
reported to have been under the in¬ 
fluence of alcohol at the time of 
the attack. 


A woman in her 30s also stood 
trial in connection with the inci¬ 
dent, but was found not guilty. 

Detective Constable James Chap¬ 
man, from East Surrey public pro¬ 
tection investigation unit, said: 
“This was a cruel and violent act 
on an innocent child who was un¬ 
able to defend himself against a 
grown man and although this sen¬ 
tence will never undo the damage 
caused by this man it will make 
sure people are protected from him 
for some time. 

“Crimes against our most vul¬ 
nerable members of society are in¬ 
excusable. Surrey Police will do all 
we can to bring those responsible 
to justice.”

Rough sleeper sparks online abduction scare 


A social media scare about an at¬ 
tempted abduction of a child in 
West Ewell last week was sparked 
by a man sleeping rough in the 
area. 

On Friday worried residents 
took to Twitter and Facebook to 
warn a man had tried to snatch a 
two-year-old from outside West 
Ewell Infant School that morning. 

The school said it was aware of 
the rumours, but insisted there 
was no truth in them. 

Neighbourhood inspector Craig 


Knight acted to quash the ru¬ 
mours that evening when he ex¬ 
plained on the Epsom and Ewell 
Beat (Surrey Police) Facebook 
page that police had been called 
out by someone who saw a man in 
a blue jumper in bushes near the 
school. 

He said: “The male was simply 
seen in the bushes. A full area 
search was conducted and nobody 
was seen at the time. 

“A short while later a male 
matching the description of the 


person in the bush was stopped by 
local officers. 

“This person is known locally to 
be sleeping rough in the area and 
police believe this was the male in 
the bushes.” 

Insp Knight: “Can I thank the 
caller for letting us know of their 
concerns, but reassure you that 
there was no attempted abduction 
as far as our evidence suggests. 

“Great job again by the caller 
and always call us if you see any¬ 
thing suspicious.”

Norman Baker has 
given them formal con¬ 
sent to hold the talks.” 



A&E rise since 111 


The number of patients 
at Epsom Hospital’s A&E 
last weekend was higher 
than before the NHS’s 
111 phone line was intro¬ 
duced, despite winter 
pressure easing. 

A total of 346 people 
visited the unit, com¬ 
pared with 321 the week¬ 
end before 111 launched 


at the start of April. 

The hospital said it was 
too early to identify a pat¬ 
tern, but agreed the de¬ 
partment had been busy. 

A spokesman for the 
East Surrey Clinical 
Commissioning Group, 
responsible for 111 in 
Surrey, said call waiting 
times had improved.

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A drop in crime rate ‘no 
reason for complacency’

A drop of almost 600 in the number 
of victims of crime in Epsom last 
year has been welcomed by the 
man responsible for policing the 
borough’s streets. 

Epsom neighbourhood Inspector 
Craig Knight welcomed the 14 per 
cent drop in crimes, but said he 
preferred to talk about people 
rather than statistics. 

Antisocial behaviour also fell by 
26 per cent, which equates to 700 
fewer reported victims. Violence in 
public places dropped 46 per cent 
resulting in 273 fewer victims. 

Insp Knight said: “I am utterly 
delighted we have had many fewer 
victims of crime this year. 

“What I am keen to do is improve 
that. I am pleased with our year, 
but acknowledge there is more to 
be done.” 

Insp Knight said he was disap¬ 
pointed to see 17 more victims of 
burglary, compared to the previ¬ 
ous year, with a concentration in 
the north of the borough. 

Despite some significant arrests 
he said they were not complacent 
and burglary was their top priority. 

He said: “I would rather not have 
any victims in the first place.” 

Insp Knight said he took crime

A safe neighbourhood is the 
number one thing we look for 
when buying a home. 

That’s according to new 
research carried out by AA’s 
Home Emergency Response 
Service, as part of its State of 
the Nation’s Homes series of 
reports. 

Nine out of ten want 
somewhere with off-road 
parking, while house-hunters 
also cite proximity to green 
space (79 per cent) and a more 
energy efficient property (82 
per cent) as deciding factors 
in where they move. 

Ninety four per cent of 
Londoners favour proximity 
to transport links, compared 
to an average of seven out of 


10 across the rest of the 
country. They’re also likeliest 
to want to live somewhere 
with restaurants, pubs and 
shops nearby. In fact the 
survey found that across the 
UK, movers are almost twice 
as likely to look for a home 
within staggering distance of 
a pub rather than sports 
facilities or even a good 
school. 

Forty one per cent want to 
live close to a pub or 
restaurant, compared to just 
one out of five who’d like 
sports facilities nearby. And 
although many parents try to 
ensure their children can 
attend a good school, only 23 
per cent of respondents 


take catchment areas into 
account when moving. 

Although under 35s are 
almost half as likely to live 
with children as those aged 
45-54 (31 per cent compared to 
54 per cent), they’re 2.5 times 
more likely to choose a home 
close to a particular school. 

Tom Stringer, head of the 
AA’s Home Emergency 
Response service said: “A 
home is the biggest 
investment that most people 
make, so understandably they 
want to ensure they’re 
making the right choice. 

“People normally hope to 
stay in their property for at 
least a few years so it’s not 
surprising that they want 


to live somewhere they feel 
safe and in a location which 
has the conveniences they 
want, like off-road parking, 
shops and public transport 
nearby. 

“It’s interesting that even 
people without children want 
to live near a good school. 

“It’s likely that they’re 
looking to have children in 
the near future and don’t 
want the hassle of moving 
when their child is about to 
start school. Our research 
shows that buyers are likelier 
to be flexible in the type of 
property they choose rather 
than its location - after all, 
you can change your home 
but not its surroundings.”

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Drivers should report potholes, says AA 


Councils need to know so they can act, says breakdown group 



Eighteen million drivers have 
spotted potholes but failed to 
report them, new AA 
research reveals. 

Drivers who have reported 
potholes are outnumbered 
three to one by those who 
would if they knew how. 

As the law stands, highway 
authorities must be aware of 
significant potholes and have 
taken no action before drivers 
stand any chance of winning 
a claim for damage to their 
vehicles. 

A new AA Populus survey 
of 21,874 AA members 
suggests that authorities 
would be hit much harder by 
pothole reports and 
compensation claims if 
drivers reported more. 

The survey, conducted 
between March 15 to 26, 
reveals that 14 per cent of 


AA members across the UK 
have notified local authorities 
of potholes. 

Four times as many drivers 
aged over 65 say they have 
reported potholes (19 per 
cent) than those aged 
between 18 and 24 (five per 
cent). 

More telling is the 46 per 
cent of AA members who 
would report potholes if they 
had more information about 
how to do it. 

That is largely consistent 
across sex, age and regional 
responses, reaching 44 per 
cent among professionals. 

Edmund King, the AA’s 
president, said: “Obviously, it 
only takes one driver to 
report a pothole and get it 
logged with the council. 

“But, the gap between those 
AA members that did report 


potholes and those that would 
have if they had found out 
how is alarming. 

“Councils keep an eye on 
the condition of their roads 
but driver feedback is 
essential for identifying 
sudden deterioration or a 
problem on more minor 
roads.” 

Mr King said that if more 
drivers reported potholes 
there would be more 
likelihood of action being 
taken, as highway authorities 
become liable. 

“This under-reporting by 18 
million drivers, whether 
through ignorance or apathy, 
is a mixed blessing for 
councils who would 
otherwise find themselves 
in an even deeper financial 
hole from compensation 
claims. 


“The fact is though that 
many local highway 
authorities have easy to use 
telephone or web-based 
reporting systems and many 
of these provide useful 
feedback for drivers wanting 
to make reports.” 

He said that while many 
drivers may think they 
are doing the work of the 
council by finding and 
reporting potholes, drivers 
are in fact helping themselves 
and others should a pothole 
risk continue and an 
accident or vehicle damage 
result. 

“Some local roads are 
pothole riddled obstacle 
courses which could have 
fatal consequences for those 
on two wheels and cause 
expensive damage for those 
on four.” 


Report it! 

Serious potholes should be 
reported to your local 
highway authority so that 
it can undertake repairs 
and prevent further 
incidents. 

The council’s website will 
give contact details and 
may even include an online 
highway defect reporting 
form or special telephone 
number. 

Local councils are not 
responsible for main trunk 
roads so if the pothole is on 
a motorway or strategic A 
road you will have to 
contact the Highways 
Agency.
